This excellence of trade facilities 
has converted Albany into a great commercial center to which are 
attracted discriminating buyers from all parts of Morgan and 
adjoining counties. Its men’s stores, its ladies’ stores, its millin­ 
ery stóres and its all-embracing department stores, together with 
its high grade furniture emporiums and its comprehensive hard­ 
ware stores make Albany a place where everything needed in any 
walk of life can be obtained. 
Albany has known its greatest era of prosperity during the 
past two or three years as is reflected by the* strong, progressive 
banks that are literally growing in power by leaps and bounds.

BrieT, accurate and, 1 trust, interesting sketches of 
prominent folk, institutions, businesses and industries that have 
their being in this community are scattered through this edition 
and, the privileges of intimacy I have been permitted to acquire 
in conducting my investigations of the subject matter, have sup­ 
plied the nucleus around which I have written my story. 
Decatur, one of the oldest and most widely known towns oí 
the South, is located on the «Louisville & Nashville and the Southern 
railroads, about 85 miles north of Birmingham and about the 
same distance south of Nashville. 
Her population numbers near 
ten thousand of the most hospitable, most generous and broad 
minded people whose every thought and act upholds all the fine 
old traditions of son and soil with which pages of Alabama his 
tory are embellished. Gentle mannered and cultured, her peoph 
reflect the now* all too rare traits of chivalry, and yet they possess 
all the energy, foresight and progressiveness prerequisite to bus.i 
ness wizards. 
Decatur’s youth today, the fairest flowers from the garden 
spot ui the world, is spilling its life blood on the shell-torn soil o 
bleeding I* ranee. They are freedom’s twentieth century pioneers 
they are stalwart lads in mind and body, and they ask no higher 
iionAr than to give their lives that men may be free—no decora- 
tirn on cither side the grave than that of duty well done. Within 
their veins courses the red blood of valiant ancestors whose heart 
drippings incarnadined the snows of Valley FoYge arid sealed with 
crimson sacrifice the doom of crowned-head domination. 
When the call to arms was sounded from Washington these 
embryo gladiator» paused in their peaceful pursuits and looked 
westward toward the dimming horizon of sectional strife.

a-field. Noble forebears, clothed in tattered gray and bivouacket 
in verdant v^les beside whispering brooks, sleeping serenely ir 
the realization of their last earthly wish—to lie hand-in-fold with 
the Stars and Bars ’neath the sunny dome of their loved Dixie 
And such was the inspiration that led our lads to the recruiting 
station. Such it is that drives them in relentless and triumphant 
battle with the Hun. Worthy sons of nobles sires are they. 
At home these brave fighters are loved and honored, and 
while they face the hell of modem battle, the folks at home are 
working shoulder to shoulder and cheek by jowl, supplying them 
with all the financial, moral and patriotic co-operation lying with­ 
in human conception. There is scarcely a home in Decatur whose 
portals* are not sanctified by a service flag, and Decatur loves her 
boys and is proud of them and their records abroad, but nearer 
and dearer to the heart of the whole community are those who 
have died or been wounded in the cause of humanity.
